Jacksonville, Fla., May 7.—The almost 
superhuman work of the different com- 
mittees has somewhat relieved the situa- 
tion, and it is now believed that in every 


instance those without proper food and. 


clothing were in a measure provided for 
today. and that tonight there was vastly 
fewer people who were compelled to sleep 
upon the streets. ° 

Two hundred tents were erected today, 
and while they were very crowded to- 
night, and while several churches and 
schoolhouses in the suburbs were also 
crowded with s:eepers, this. will also be 
relieved tomorrow by the arrival of 2,000 
tents from the general government at 
Washington, which Chairman Bours, of 
the housing committee, will have erected 
at once. The military companies have 
been of great assistance to Mr. Bours 
with their experience in rapidly ereéting 
tents, and before tomorrow night there 
will be several tented villages in the city 
with cots and blankets, and a water sup- 
Ply in almost evéry village for the suf- 
ferers. 

Tomorrow there will also be provided 
extra commissary stations in various 
parts of the city to relieve the situation at 
the two already established, and no doubt 
there will be one in each: village of tents. 
There has been no outbreak of sickness 
in the city, and the several cases of ner- 
vous prostration which have been reported 
are. now well on the way to recovery.

Industrial Commission a 
Washington 


SOUTH'S JOBBING TRADE 
HAS NOT BEEN FAVORED 


Declares That No Discrimination Ex- 
ists and That the Advances in — 
Transportation Rates Are 
Technical Rather Than 
Real. 


Washington, May 7.—The industrial 
commission today began fts. May. meet- 
ing with P. J. McGovern, of Atlanta, 
chairman of the southern classification 
committee, as the first witness. Mr. Mc- 
Govern sta that there are forty-two 
rail and stedmship lines in the commit- 
tee, and that it covers the tergitory south 
of the Potomac and the Ohio rivers and 
east of the Mississippi’ rivers He said 
that the organization had been effected 
in 1899, and hé@ eontended that except 
‘in the items *of.iron and steel the ad- 
vances in transportation rates have been 
technical rather than real. He declared 
that the committee had no purpose of 
fixin~ rates on car load lots so as to build 
wp the jobbing trade of the south at the 
expense of outside points. 

Explaining the changes in classifica- 
tion since the matter: had been placed 
‘in the hands of his committee, Mr. Mc- 
Govern said that previous to that time 
there had been many incongrulties, and 
it had been necessary to remove many 
of them, and in cases in which:there had 
been advances they were made largely 
because of the prevailing extraordinary 
conditions, The general advance in the 
price of railway materials and supplies, 
for instance, had been an influential fac- 
tor. In many other vases the previous 
ratings had been unreasonably low.

Demoé¢rats Cafried Six by Reduced 
Majorities—First Important 
Election Under New Law. 


Baltimore, Md., May 7.—The municipal 
election In this city today, the first one of : 


‘importatice held under the new ballot law, 


resulted i na sweeping victory for the re- 
publicans. They carried eighteen out of 
the twenty-four wards, electing eighteen 
members to the first branch of city coun-' 
cil and all three candidates for the second 
branch, -Only about 65 per cent of the en- 
tire regi8tered vote was polled, and the 
colored vote was very light. 

Democrats attribute their defeat to fac- 
tional differences, the friends of Mayor 
Hayes, who met defeat in the primary, be- 
ing arrayed against the followers of Free- 
man Rasin. The majorities were greatly 
redtuced in the five wards carried by the 
democrats. 


Democrats Win at Fort Wayne. 


Fort Wayne, Ind., May 7.—The election’ 
today resulted in an overwhelming dem- 
ocratic victory, the majorities being 
larger than in 1896 or 1898. Forty-three 
precincts out of forty-seven returned at Il 
o'clock give H. C. Berghoff, candidate for 
mayor, a majority of 1,600, and A. M. 
Schmidt, for clerk, not less than 1,000, 


FORCED TO FLEE BY FLAMES 


Loss of Life Probable in a New York

New York, May 7.—Fire which started - 
just before midnight in the ground floor 
of the five-story apartment house at No. 
%6 Lexington avenue, drove twenty or 
more families into the street, and many 
people had narrow escapes,

on the fourth floor of the house, jumped 
from the window of their apartments tnto 
a life net. Mrs. Young received se- 
vere contusions and internal injuries, and 
was taken to a hospital, as was her hus- 
band,

Ochs, manager 
of The New York Times, estab- 
lished a Paris edition and George W. 
Ochs was nut in charge of the venture 
which became a success.

FILIPINO REBELS DEFEATED 


Driven in Three Fights with Ameri- 


can -Cavalrymen. 

Manila, May 7.—Lieutenant John D. lL. 
Hartman, with sixty-three men of Troop 
K, of. the First cavalry, encountered 250 
insurgents near the village of Balayan in 
Batangas province, Luzon.

This is the age of 
dynamic force, in ‘which no man need 
move from his place, but eaeh one can 
bring to himself whatever he wants. I 
would place my gristmill on the spot from 
which it would be most convenient to de- 
liver my product, and run a wire out to 
the power. The Marietta and North Geor- 
gia. road could be operated from Marietta 
to Knoxville by electric’ force held in the 
center of the system. Atlanta has always 
been regarded as a live town, and I am 
surprised that she showld have negletted 
the Chattahoochee sO long.” 


In support of his theory, General War- 
ner has decided to use electricity in run- 
ning the railroad from Gainesville to 
Dahlonega, which he has decided to build 
during the summer.

Other claims received by the treasurer 
are all the way from $700 to $3,000, and the 
aggregate about $18,000. All of these ex- 
cept the claim of J. L. Riley & Cop., for 
their patrons, are for losses sustained 
in fires. If these all stand and there is 
no other provision mude to pay, the [oss 
in unearned premiums to policy holdets 
will be considerable. 

According to the statement of the com- 
pany’s business, however, its assets ex- 
ceed its liabilities by over $10,000. It is 
possible, therefore, that all of the debts 


will be paia. 


A BANK BUILDING WAS SAVED 


National Bank of Jacksonville Was 
Not Lost in the Big 
Bite. | 

The statement was incorrectly made in 
The Sunday Constitution that the Na- 
tional bank building of Jacksonville was 
destroyed in the fire of last week. A

OLD RECORDS STILL STAND 


Athletes of the Present Year Were 
Not Up to the Standard Set by 
Their Predecessors—Many 
People Witness the 


Sport. 


Athens, Ga., May 7.—(Special.)—The an- 
nual field day of the University of Geor- 
gia on the college campus was productive 
cf excellent sport. While the records made 
Were comparatively poor, the contests 
were interesting and several pretty races 
were run by the young athletes. 

The feature of the day was the dual 
contest between Horace Johnson and 
Kélly McCutcheon for the prize cup of- 
fered by Phinizy Calhoun, 1900, to the 
winner of the greatest number of points. 
it was conceced early in the day that the 
handsome trophy would be won by one of 
these two men and their struggle for the 
cup was the center of attraction. Joha- 
son proved to be superior in stamina and 
speed, though the football ex-captain 
pushed him hard. Johnson won the two 
sprints, the quarter-mile run and the 
high-jump, while McCutcheon won tie 
broad jump and. finished second in the 
sprints and the quarter-mile. 

In the hundred-yard dash Johnson was 
not pushed*and won easily in :10 45 sec- 
onds. As he has run this distance in 19 


victory. McCutcheon and Ridley, captain 
of the 1901 football team, had a battie 
royal for second place. 

--¥Yebnson and McCutcheon had it all to 
themselves in the furlong sprint, the for- 
mer winning in :24 1-5 seconds. Hart was 
a poor third.” 

The quarter-mile was a pretty rece, but 
the time was poor, as the runners loped 
for two hundred yards. Johrson’s supe- 
rior sprint landed him winner, with Mc- 
Cutcheon seqggmd and Camp third. Time, 
30 seconds. Instead of making this race 
a sprint all the way, there was a ten- 
dency among the runners to ‘jockey.’’ 
The half-mile and the mile were won eas- 
ily by Wright and Hart respectively, who 
were not hurried by competition. 

Hardy had little trouble in winning the 
high hurdles, and Captain Dean repeated 
his victory of last year in the low hur- 
dles. 

The performance in the jumps and 
weight events were poor. The competitors 
showed a. lack of form, due to the ab- 
sence of a cdach for the track team. [It 
is probable that a coach will be engaged 
next year, in which case m*ch. better rec- 
ords will be made. 

In the pole vault Lattituer displayed 
excellent form and it is believed that with 
two weeks’ practice he will be ab!‘e to 
clear ten feet. 

The relay race was a thrilling event. 
From the start the race resolved it#elf 
into a contest between the juniors and the 
lawyers. The former had a good lead till 
the last lap, when Ear] Donaldson, prob- 
ably the fastest middle distance runner 
in the south, ran for the “jacklegs.”’ He 
ran a phenomenal race, cutting down the 
lead of twenty yards which Hardy had 
and winning easily. The time, 3 minutes 
and 40 seconds, was fast, considering the 
conditions. 

‘The poor time of all the races was due 
largely to the miserable condition of the 
track, which resembled a common sandy 
Georgia road. The same performances on 
a cincer track would have been much 
faster.

Cigar Leaf Association Opposed 
lo Reciprocity, 


PRESENT SCHEDULE SUITS 


Only Amendment Wanted Is. One 
Looking to Uniform Rate for 
Leaf Tobacco—Resolution 
Looking to Blacklist- 
ing Killed. 


New York. May 7.—The third annual 
convention of the National Cigar Leaf 
Tobacco Association was continued this 
afternoon. John R. Young, of Philade!- 
phia, presided. The sQ:retary,. Walter G.° 
Wilson, of Philadelphia, read the report 
of the committee on resolutioris. One res- } 
olution presented declared that the asso- | 


facturers in various sections of the coun- 
try, and notably in. Cincinnati, were do- 
ing a leaf tobacco business without hav- 
ing paid the special tax required of deal- 
ers in leaf tobacco, and that they avoided 
this tax by taking refuge under the sec- 
tion of the law which permits manufac- 
turers to sell to other manufacturers such 
leaf tobacco as may be suitable for their 
own use. The following resolution was 
passed to meet this situation: 

“‘Resolved, That the National Cigar 
Leaf Tobacco Association protests against 
the continuance of this evil, an re- 
qhests the internal revenue authorities to 
investigate into the matter and to apply 
the proper remedy, so that all manufac- 
turers of leaf tobacco and leaf tobacco 
dealers shall be on an unprejudiced and 
equitable footing in regard to their. obli- 
gations to the government. 


Weight of Imported Tobacco, 


The next resolution taken up deait with 
the method of calculating the weight of 
imported tobacco in assessing the duties. 
At present the ‘dock weight’’ is taken, 
and this is usually much greater than 
the weight taken after the tobacco, has 
been in the warehouse for some titne. 
There is some difference of opinion among 
the members of the association as to just 
what it would be best to agitate for, Hut 
they want some change made.

To Fight Cuban Reciprocity. 

The real importance of this last men- 
tioned resolution does not appear, it is 
said, to the lay mind merely in its text. 
It does not contain the slightest reference 
to Cuba and yet its real purpose. it was 
said today, was to commit the associa- 
tion to oppose any legislation looking to- 
ward reciprocity arrangements with Cu- 
ba by which Cuban. tobaceo could come 
into the United States tree of duty or at 
&@ lower rate. This was not mentioned in 
the debate, which was very brief, but 
members who were asked about the mat- 
ter admitted that the resolution was in- 
imical to reciprocity arrangements which 
would cover tobacco coming fronr ‘‘Cuba 
Or any other country,’’ as one member 
expressed it. 

Another resolution passed requested the 
department of agriculture to continue its 
investigations regarding the growing) of 
tobacco and to extend them to all states 
where it is a product. Another expressed 
a desire for co-operation with the Ciz§: 
Manufacturers’ Association in all matters 
of mutual concern. 

Still another provided for the appoint- 
ment of a special committee on member- 
ship with instructions to use energetic 
efforts to get all important dealers in 
the country to join the association, so 
that the wants of the trade might be 
agitated for with more assurance of suc- 
cess. 

A resolution was also submitted provid- 
ing that when a salesman leaves qne em- 
ployer who is a member of the association 
he should not be employed by another 
member so long as he might be indebted 
to his previous employer. This resolution 
was defeated by a large vote, 

Henry Meyer, of Cincinnati, extentted J 
an invitation for the association to hold 
its convention in that city next year. The 
association accepted the invitation, The 
association adjourned until tomorrow 
morning. ,

 $t Paul, May 7.—At the regular meet- 
ing of the board of managers of the 

State prison today at Stillwater, unani- 
mous action was taken paroling Cole 
, Bnd James Younger, now serying life 
Sentences. | j 

‘Before the parole can be effective all 
three members of the stafe pardon 
board must approve it, and the action 
will be submitted to that body as soon 
@s possible. This is in accordance with 
the new law which allows the parole of 
life prisoners after abéut twenty-four 
years imprisonment, being thirty-five 
years, less time gained by good behav- 
for. 

Paroles usually are granted bv the 
prison managers alone, but in the case 
of life prisoners, unanimous approval of 
‘the board of pardons is also necessary 
and such paroled life prisoners cannot 
leave the state. 

The pardon board does not meet regu- 
larly until Julv. but a special meeting 
may be called if the members of the 
board consider one necessary. 

' Cole, James and ‘‘Bob’’ Younger have 
been in Stillwater since 1876 for the 
Northfield, Minn., bank robbery and the 
murder committed during that raid, in 
which they participated with the James 
gang. The James brothers, Jesse and 
Frank, escaped to Missouri. Two mem- 
bers of the gang were killed and Bob 
Younger died in prison. Ow-ag to the 
peculiar circumstances surrounding the 
capture of the Youngers, efforts have 
been unceasing to obtain their pardon. 
They might have escaped at the time, 
‘but remained behind to care for one of 
the gang who was mortally wounded, 
and whom, it is said, the others favored 
killing. 

‘For six years attempts have been made 
during every session of the legislature 
to secure the enactment of a law per- 
mitting the parole of life prisoners: This 
winter a bi.i to that effect payed both 
houses and went to the governor.

Our subject was 
apprenticed to Dr. W. C. Wheeler, pro- 
prietor of The Herald:and Tribune, of 
Jonesboro, Tenn., at the early age of 
twelve. 

After learning the printer’s trade he 
worked as an office journeyman on the 
Union Flag, at Jonesboro, and subse- 
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| quently attended Martin's Green acad- 


emy, where he remained until June, 1874. 
H then went to Bakersville, N. C., and 
established a paper with the Rev. V. W. 
Bowman,*known as The Bakersville In- 
dependent. This paper was afterwards 
cenverted into The Roan Mountain Re- 
publican and Senator Pritchard was con- 
nected with it until 1877. 

At that period he moved to Madison 
county and held various positions in the 
revenue service until 1884, when’ he was 
elected to the lekislature. as a member of 
Again in 1886 he was re- 
elected. Two years later he was the repub- 
lican candidate for Heutenant governor. 
In 1890 he was again elected to the legis- 
jature and was the republican nominee 
for United States senator in 1891, at the

Previous to 
that period he was appointed private 
secretary to Governor Zeb Vance in recog- 
nition of valuable services rendered the 
democratic party in 1876. This position he 
resigned in 1879 to take up the practice 
of his chosen profession at Salisbury, 
where he has since resided, enjoying a. 
large and lucrative practice. His political 
career began in 1876 and since that time 
his voice and aid has been given actively 
to the interests of his rarty. He was 
elected a member. of the legislature in 
182, 1884 and 1886,-declining to run again 
in 1888. Again in 1893 he was called upon 
and at that session was elected speaker of 
the house. As ‘a. presiding officer of the 
house he was without a peer in the south, 
Mr. Overman hasbeen a director of:the 
penitentiary, a mémber of the board of 
directors of the,North Carolina Railroad 
Company and subsequently president of 
the road. In 1895‘{he was the demotratic 
nominee of the eaycus fer United States 
senator. In 1898 he was again urged to 
make the race for the house, and did so, 
being elected by the handsome majority 
of 1,00. His work on the judiciary com-

Senator Hanna is quoted—whether cor- 
rectly or incorrectly we don’t know—as 
proclaiming the Dingley tariff ‘a most 
perfect work of human ‘ingenuity,”’ and 
declaring that it ‘“‘must not be disturbed.” 
This seems rather imperioug—rather pre- 
vious, too. We are not aware that 
any republican is proposing to ‘“‘disturb’’ 
the tariff needlessly or capriciously. Hon. 
Marcus A. Hanna is one member—a very 
distinguished member, it is true—of a par- 
ty that includes today nearly or quite 
eight millions of voters. A large and 
rapidly growing percentage of these vot- 
ers are resolved that the tariff shall not 
be perverted from its proper and laudable 
uses to the enormous enrichment of mo- 
nopolies. They intend to “disturb” it 
to whatever extent may prove to be 
necessary to prevent that abuse of it. 

In another editorial, Senator Haw- 
ley’s paper discusses the infant in- 
dustry problem in this way: 


When a protected interest reaches such 
prosperity and growth as to build up a 
trust and control the markets of the 
country, then protection has done its 
work and should be removed from that 
particular industry. The purpose of 
protection is to enable an industry to 
establish itself so that it can get along 
without protection. When it reaches 
that point, then there is no further need 
of protection. There is no question that 
establishing a trust to control the whole 
country is evidence conclusive that the 
“infant industry”’ period has passed. 

And there is no doubt teat certain in- 
dustries still benefited by heavy protective 
tariffs are combined in trusts, and are 
using the tariff to make America pay 
more than the rest of the world for goods 
and to add to their own ample profits. 
This will not be tolerated after it is un- 
derstood. 

Representative Babcock meanwhile |’ 
continues his advocacy of a bill plac- 
ing on the free list the products of the 
great trusts. The danger to the repub- 
lican party of failure to heed Mr: Bab- 
cock’s advice is aptly put by The 
Washington Post, which, though inde- 
pendent, has been a staunch supporter 
of McKigley in two campaigns and has 
always been rated as an advocate of 
protection.

Thanks to Walker and Parkhurst. 


Washington Post: The visit to the 
south of a party of northern philanthro- 
pists last month has naturally elicited a 
flood of comment from all sections of the 
countrv. As the Rev. Parkhurst was a 
member of the delegation, it goes with- 
out saving that it will for all time be 
identified as the Parkhurst pilgrimage. 
We, therefore, identify it in that way 
now. Judging from some utterances by 
the governor of Georgia apropos of Park- 
hurst, we assume that the gentleman last 
mentioned did not make a particularly 
favorable impression on the benighted 
natives. We quite expected that, how- 
ever. Mr. Parkhurst is not adapted to 
the simple and transparent civ- 
llization~ of Georgia. He belongs 
to the complex and intricate civil- 
ization of New York. There he shines. A 
hot-house product of purity, he is the ap- 
pointed antagonist of hot-house impurity. 
He missed the key of the southern social 
Organization because he had never seen 
anything like it, and could not believe 
that the south was capable: of perpetuat- 
ing its institutions without his help So it 
happened that Governor Candler wearied 
of his somewhat oppressive prevalence 
and expressed himself to the effect that 
his state, if no other, felt able to get 
along in the path of a reasonable decency 
upon the strength of its own momentum. 

The tour, however, ought to be produc- 
tive of much good: Even Mr. Parkhurst 
put off the garb of prophet, priest, and 
autocrat long enough to take a few com- 
mon-sense observations @nd to discover 
the fact that the blacks in-the sovth re- 
ceive more really substantial oppertuni- 
ties than those of the north. And what 
is much more important and authorita- 
tive, Mr. Parkhurst’s .{mpulsive conclu- 
sions have since, received the sanction of 
the Rev. C. T. Walker, pastor of the larg- 
est colored congregation in New York, 
who says: 

“Having lived In the south all .my life, 
except nearly two years spent in the pas- 
torate in this city, from my personal 
‘observation I must confess that prejudice 
‘against my race in some sections of the 
north is as strong as in the south, only 
it ia met and dealt with in.a different 
way. The south gives every man an op- 
portunity to earn a living, the northern 


ne is giveri an opportunity spend his 
living without the opoortunity to earn it.’’ 


The two gentlemen were not discussing 
the same particular point. They simply 
spoke to the same effect, to-wit, that the 
negro’s largest opportunity is at the 
south, and that the southern whites have 
not only more wish for but a deeper in- 
terest in his success. We do not find 
the Rev. Mr. Walker’s declaration wholly 
satisfactory, for it is much too limited 
and, it seems to us, unnecessarily quali- 
fied. Nevertheless, it is ‘encouraging to 
find a northern sight-seer like Mr. Park- 
huret agreeing with a life-long colored 
resident of the section on the general 
proposition.

Instead of staying to help his foster 
parents in the cotton fields, Tom, who is 
smuggled him-

to Honolufu and to Manila, and Tom went 
along.

Augusta Chronicle: Orth Stein is dead, Lut 
the ‘‘By-and-By’’ column in, The New Orleans 
Times-Democrat continues, and very creditably 
too, at that. Here is a specimen from tha 
new man, which will interest Georgians: 

‘“‘I was interviewed once by Henry “Grady,’’ 
said a venerable merchant in Conti street, 
“and, while I do not mean to say anything 
to his discredit, he made more mistakes in re- 
porting what I said than any newspaper man 
I ever talked to before or since that time. I 
was living in Atlanta at the time and I had 
met Grady several times and had  Ilearned 
to like him. One day he had to interview 
somebody about sheep raising, and sheep 
raising in Georgia particularly. ‘But I know 
nothing in the world about sheep,’ I said to 
him, ‘Tell me something about sheep,’ he 
said, with an insistent accent, and we drifted 
into a jerky conversation on the _ subject. 
Really he knew more about sheep than I did, 
and I learned much from him. He tIeft and I 
thought no more of the matter. The next 
morning I was simply paralyzed when I pick- 
ed up The Constitution at the breakfast ta- 
ble. I was quoted enthusiastically to the ex- 
tent of a column and a half. Grady made 
me convert Georgia into one grand, bleating 
ranch. The old clay hills of the state were 
literally covered with browsing herds, the 
plains and the valleys were filled with sheep, 
and one could almost hear the tinkle of sheep 
bells and the bleating of lambs in the streets 
of the cities, and wool was actually growing 
on cobblestones. My friends prodded me s50 
much about the enthusiasm I had displayed 
in the interview that I made wp my mind to 
find Grady and get him to straighten the mat- 
ter out in some way. I asked him to write a 
correction, because the interview had placed 
me in a really foolish light. He listened 
very patiently to what I said and treated me 
with great deference, ‘I will not write a cor- 
rection,’ he said, politely; ‘I never go back 
on anything I say in print. But you may 
write something and sign it, and I will ask 
the paper to publish it.’ I wrote something 
and it was published, and it took exactly two 
columns of space for me to rid Georgia of the 
sheep that Grady had ushered in with his 
pencil, We were always staunch friends after- 
wards, and we had many good laughs over the 
sheep story. But for a while it was a sore 
point with me, and I told my wife we would 
quit eating mutton until I got over the sting.*’

Dr. Landrum made a talk on the pro- 
posed league and he stated that he was 
not in favor of the ministers’ association 
taking the initiative in the organization 
of the league. His idea is to have the 
ministers join the league as citizens, 
working for the welfare of the people. 

He stated that he does not desire to 
force any person to accept his religious 
beliefs and opinions. but that as a Chris- 
tian citizen he désires to have the law

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Dr. Hawthorne, former pastor of the 
First, Baptist church, arrived in the city 
yesterday morning from Louisville, Ky., 
and his wife arrived from Richmond, Va., 
in the afternoon. They ae the guests of 
Philip Dodd. 

Dr. ‘Hawthorne sciaasios in his old 
Broadway church in Louisville Sunday 
and succeeding in raising $500 to be ap- 
plied to the rebuilding fund of his Rich- 
mond’ church, the Grove Avenue Bap- 
tist, which was destroyed by fire last 
fall. Thus far over $34,000 has been col- 
lected toward thig object and from $6,000 
to $8,000 more will be necessary to com- 
plete the handsome 'new edifice according 
to the plans. Dr. Hawthorne expects to 
be able to raise a considerable part of 
the deficit at the New Orleans Baptist 
convention. which he is en route to at- 
tend. and from there will go to Mont- 
gomery, where he expects to receive 
liberal assistance from his old parishion- 
ers of the First Baptist church. He will 
remain in Montgomery a week, preaching 
& series of sermons. 

To a representative of The Constitution 
Dr. Hawthorne spoke enthusiastically of 
the rebuilding of his church. The struc- 
ture, when completed, wil] represent an 
investment of $50,000, exclusive of the lot. 
Some of the old walls and the foundation 
were saved from the fire and did not have 
to be replaced. The location. is the most 
desirable for church purposes in Rich- 
mond, right in the. stream of progress, 
the wealth and social culture of Virginia’s 
historic capita] centering about it. 

Dr. Hawthorne said that work on the 
new church is progressing very satisfac- 
torily, and it is already under roof. By 
the ist of September the congregation 
expects to worship in the lecture room.. | 
and the contract calls for the completion 
of the edifice by December ist. 

Dr. Hawthorne feels very grateful for 
the manner in which he has been sup- 
ported in his brave efforts to rebuild his 
church and dedicate it free of debt: He 
said the contributions had come from all 
sources and were by no means confined 
to the Baptists of the south. nor, indeed, 
to church organizations. John Skelton 
Williams, president of the Seaboard Air 
Line railway. was one of the most gen- 
erous donators, and the Jewish people of 
Richmond presented the bullding Camit- 
tee with $1,200. 

Dr. Hawthorne -/1ll leave for New Or- 
leans Thursday morning, as he prefers 
to take the trip in the daytime. His health 
is rather feeble still, he having but re- 
cently resumed his labors after a severe 
iliness. Mrs. Hawthorne will visit friends 
in Atlanta for a week.

Te Committee To Meet Comptrelier 


General Today. 
EFFORT TO INCREASE THEM

CITY PROPERTY PUT AT $614,000} 


Vice President Glenn of That Com- 
pany. Will Be Present at the 
Conference. | 


There will be an important conference 
between the committee appointed by 
council urder the resolution of Council- 
man Reed and GComptrolier General W. A. 
Wright at the latter’s office at 10:3) 
o'clock this morning. Attorney General 
J, M. Terrell will probably also attend 
the conference, the object of which is to 
determine whether some means cannot 
be devised to increase the assessments of 
street railroad property. 

Vice. President T. K. Glenn, of the At- 
lanta Rallway and Power Company, wiil 
also be present at the conference. Shortly 
after Councilman Reed had called on the 
comptroller general yesterday and made 
the engagement for this morning, Mr. 
Gtenn called also, stating that his com- 
pany was deeply interested in any steps 
that might be taken or proposed, and 
asking .if he would be permitted to attend 
the conference. Comptroller General 
Wright told tim there was no objection 
so far as he knew, and invited him to 
attend. . \ 

The Atlanta Railway and Power. Com- 
pany is the only Atlanta railroad that 
has made its returns to the comptroller 
general for the current year, for state, 
county and municipal taxation. This com- 
pany’s property within the city limits is 
returned at $614,000, while its total re- 
turns for property inside and outside the 
eity are $1,328,070, 

The basis for the returns of this com- 
pany was fixed by award Jn 1899, the 
agreement. being reached by W. T. Gen- 
try,. representing the Atlanta Railway and 
Power Company, and Judge Spencer R. 
Atkinson, who was appointed by 
comptroller general to represent the state. 
The returns for the current year show 
some increase over those for last year, 
but this increase is due entirely to newly 
acqttired property, the returns being made 
still upon the basis ugréed on in 1899. 

The object of the conference this morn- 
ing will be to consider some steps or plans 
by which th3 assessments on street rail- 
Way companies can be increased, and 
more taxes derived from this source. It is 
another move in the fight toward this end 
that has been going on in council for 
some years. 

Whether the conference can accomplish 
anything definite is 2 mooted question. If 
it should be found it cannot do so, it is 
not unlikely that legislation looking to 
the desired end will be sought at the next 
session of the general assembly. 


MOODY TIRES OF THE TOWER 


Makes Request That He Be Sent to 
“the Asytum or ‘Given 
His, Release. 

Judge John R. Wilkinson, the ordinary, 
yesterday received a letter from Ralls 
Moody, the young man who was recently 
adjudged insane and who is confined in 
the Tdwer, requesting him to either send 
him to the asylum or release him from 
jail. 

The letter was the result of the arti- 
cle in The Constitution yesterday morn- 
ing, which stated that Superintendent 
Powell, of the asylum, had instructed 
Judge Wikinson to send three parties, 
who have been adjudged insane, to the 
institution. Young Moody appears to 
be growing very tired of his confinement 
and when he noticed the article, tn ques- 
tion, he communicated with the ordinary 
in an effort to secure action in hig case. 

Ypung Moody stated in the letter that 
he wanted to go to the asylum or be re- 
leased. He stated that he is now com- 
petent to govern himself and that if he 
is given his liberty he will leave the 
state. 

It is stated that the three persons who 
are to be sent to the asylum were selected 
by Superintendent Powell, as he does 
in all cases, and that Judge Wikinson did 
not select them. It is not yet known 
what action the judge will take in refer- 
ence to the request of Moody.

The stock 
to be liquidated, will be prorated and 
stockholders will be paid 90 cents for the 
stock they hold which wiil be liquidated. 

“The Atlanta Home has withdrawn 
nearly all of its northern business. It 
was found to be unprofitable. The south- 
ern business of the company has been 
very good and profitable.’’ 

The Atlanta Home Insurance Company 
Was organized in 1889. The greater part 
of the capital stock is owned in Atlanta.

Yesterday morning one of the prisoners 
was: taken.from the Tower’and.anether, 
who was recently liberated. was forced to 
attend the trial of the alleged murderer. 

The story as it comes from within the 
Tower is that Chub Wall, who is charged 
with the murder of O’Byrne, a traveling 
salesman from Atlanta, is p pete ad 
an innocent man because of awonfes 
which another prisoner at the Tower 1s 
said to have made. The murder was com- 
mitted in Rabun county about a year ago. 
O’Byrne. who was a brother of P. P. 
O’ Byrne. a saloon keeper in the city, was 
killed in Rabun county while on a busi- 
ness trip and C. W. Wall, better known 
as Chub Wall, a revenue spotter, was 
charged with the crime. Wal] was tried, 
convicted and sentenced to be hanged. 
Seven days before his execution was to 
take place the supreme court granted him 
a new trial. An effort had been made in 
the meantime to get a trial in thé United 
States court on the ground that the de- 
fendant was a revenue officer, but the 
United States court declined to recognize 
an informer as an officer of the govern- 
ment. ie, 

While he was g prisoner at the Tower 
(brought here for safe keeping) Wall 
stoutly denied his guilt. 


Say He Confessed to the Murder. 


Among the revenue prisoners at the 
Tower was A. S. Beck, of Rabun county. 
Beck. it is said, did a lot of talking while 
he was serving a sentence for making 
moonshine liquor. A number of prisoners 
stated that Beck told them he killed 
O’ Byrne. 

Beck is no longer a prisoner, having 
been released. 

“On Monday Wall was carried back to 
Rabun county for trial. His attorneys 
had heard of the alleged statements 
made by Beck and they got an order from 
the court to have prisoners summoned as 
witnesses who heard Beck make the core 
fession, 

Yesterday morning E. E. Williams was 
taken from the Tower on an order written 
by Judge J. B. Estes and signed by Judge 
A. E. Calhoun. Williams is now in Ra- 
bun county and will testify, it is rsaid, 
that: Beck told him ‘that he (Beck) kilted 
©’ Byrne 

Jeff Penn, the man who got into trouble 
about an alleged effort. to bribe him when 
hé was a juror, was taken in custody and 
forced to attend court in Rabun county, 
as it was reported that he also heard 
Beck make the confession. | 

Others who were prisoners at the time 
Beck was in jail will appear as witnesses 
for Wall when he is tried this week. 

It is understood that Beck will deny 
that he ever made any confession about 
being the murderer of O’Byrne and that 
he has stated that if he ever said he 
killed O’Byrne he wag merely joking. 

The jail officials are watching the out- 
come of the affair with considerable in- 
terest. as just such a case has never been 
sprung in the Tower- before, in which one 
prisoner confessed to a crime which’ a 
fellow prisoner was charged with having 
committed.

CONFEDERATE. Memorial Day is 

what a federal veteran has estab- 

lished at Columbus, 0; On the af- 
ternoon of June 8th next he and other 
citizens of the city will go out to the 
Camp Chase ‘Confederate cemetery and 
hold memorial services over the graves af 
the southern men‘who died there. 

The man who first held services in that 
graveyard is Colonel William H. Knauss, 
an intrepid northerner who fought all 
through the civil war ‘with the union 
army. The graves in the Camp Chase 
cemetery are of thé men who, as prison- 
ers of war,. dies before hostilities ceased 
and were buried far from home and loved 
ones. 

Some five years ago Colonel Knauss, 
who is a well known real estate man of 
Columbus, decided to hold’ memorial ser- 
vices over the confederate graves. He 
announced this fact to his friends and 
neighbors and set a day for the exercises. 
It was to be the first Confederate Memo- 
rial Day to be held there. 

The day arrived, but Colonel Knauss 
and his wife were the only ones to visit 
the cemetery. These two held the services 
and decorated the mounds of earth and 
sod with flowers. ,The next year half 
a hundred people attended the services 
and assisted in decorating. Three years 
ago when the day arrived the road in 
front of the cemetery was crowded with 
people and vehicles. 

Confederate Memorial Day in Columbus 
is now recognized as a custom. It be- 
comes so more and, more as time passes. 
When the annual eonvention of the Na- 
tional Waterworks Association was held 
in that city some three years ago, Colo- 
nel Knauss called on the southern dele- 
gates to the convention and told them of 
the graves at the Camp Chase Confeder-

A case came to-light in the office of the 
prison commission yesterday which may 
lead to some steps’ being taken to secure 
the passage of a ‘law at the next session 
of the general assethbly requiring convict 
lessees in the stdte to furnish. burial .to 
those convicts who die during their term 
of imprisonment 

An old negro named Hurt nansiiial that 
his son; Emory Hurt, had died at’ the 
convict camp in Bartow county, came to 
Atlanta: to see if' ne could secure the 
body. The son had. been convicted of 
arson in Oglethorpe county, and sen- 
tenced to two years in the penitentlary. 
On April 13th he died. 

A few days ago;the boy's father, who 
lives at Winder, heard of his son’s death, 
came to Atlanta and reported the matter 
to Governor Candter. An investigation 
showed that the cotivict’s body had been 
turned over to thé’ Atlanta medical éo)- 
lege for dissecting “puitposes. Hurt ‘went 
there and saw the surgeon in charge, 
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Dr. Campbell, who remembered that such 
a body had been received there, but told 
the old man that it was ina pickling vat 
along with a lot of. others, and that un- 
léss he could identify it, he did not know 
how he could solve the problem. 

The father was satisfied that he could 
identify the body of his son, so the vat 
Was opened and finally the right. body 
was fished out. The'old man identified 
it thoroughly, and. the next question 
was what fo do with it as the father 
had no money with which to pay, funer- 
al. expenses. A conference between Dr. 
Campbell and the governor led to the 
former furnishing a suit-of clothing and 
the latter the money with which to buy 
a coffin. The body was then turned over 
to Undertaker Howard, and given a decent 
/ burial.

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, May 7.—Today’s stock market 
showed all the gradations of sentiment, from 
buoyant elation at the opening to disorderly 
alarm verging on demoralization in the latter 
part of the day. The market hinged almost 
entirely on Northern Pacific. The extraordi- 
nary demand for that stock continued, and it 
almost duplicated yesterday's rise, advancing 
an extreme 22% compared with 23 yester- 
day. In the early dealings this strength re- 
tained a papt of ;its sympathetic influence. 
The reason for the rise exerting a depressing 
influence on the rest of the market was 
shrouded in as much mystery as the whole 
movement has been. As the day drew toward 
the close rumors began to gain currency that 
the enormous demand for this stock of the 
last two days was the result of a desperate 
effort to regain control on the part of insid- 
ers. The supposition is that the recent effort 
to control Unnion Pacific led to a retaliatory 
movement on the part of the powerful capi- 
talists who control Union Pacific to embar- 
rass the Northern Pacific interest with an en- 
forced contest to maintain their control. The 
success of the plan must be admitted, if such 
a struggle is really the cause of the ‘buying in 
Northern Pacific. The brokers employed in the 
buying serve as some corroboration for such a 
supposition. A house which was credited 
with buying 200,000 shares yesterday was 
buyer of tens of thousands of shares today and 
was at the same time lending out the stock 
for the benefit of the shorts to an amount es- 
timated at 100,000 shares, thus serving to al- 
lay the alarm of the short interest, and thus 
discouraging the hypothesis that the buying 
movement was designed for a” squeeze against 
the shorts. Appearances went rather to show 
that the short interest was among the insiders. 
The presumptions which might flow from thé 
fact of such & struggle between great groups 
of capitalists had a chilling effect on the 
whole speculation. For one thing it would 
point to a state of vindictiveness between in- 
terests which have ben supposed to be work- 
ing in accord. Instead of progress tn a com- 
munity of interests it would point to-a growth 
of gigantic rivalry with resultant power of 
competition exceding anything in the _ rail- 
road was of the past. It would also indicate 
that the leading financial interest which has 
been the conspicuous figure in all the recent 
great financial plans had ben outgeneraled, 
There were fears also that the collapse to fol- 
low the volatile rise in Northern Pacific would 
unfavorably affect the whole stock market. 
The rumors regarding Northern Pacific did 
not begin to take this form until late in the 
day. Reports that the preferred stock was to 
have the option of exchange with the com- 
mon stock and so doing away with its prior 
claims, sent Northern Pacific preferred up 
over 10 points. Canadian Pacific continued its 
advance on the theory that its prospective 
control by the Northern Pacific gave the lat- 
ter stock its strength, Union Pacific was run 
up to 130% in an attempt on the part of its 
friends to rally it to figures commensurate 
with Northern Pacific. These stocks constitut- 
ed the really notable features of strength in 
the market after the bulge, which was quite 
general and was due to the inrush of buying 
orders from the widely extended speculative 
public.

The break at the last was 
severe, reaching 8% in Northern Pacific, 8%, 
in St. Paul, 8 in Union Pacific, 5% in Rock 
Island, 5 in Baltimore and Ohio and between 
2 to & points in the large majority of the 
active list. 

The United States Steel stocks were again 
under pressure throughout, and the current 
gossip attributed this liquidation to a shifting 
of holdings from the steel stocks into rail- 
roads. Prices closed above the lowest as the 
bears took quick profits but the closing uffaer- 
tone continued distinctly weak.

Condition of Winter Wheat. 


New York, May 7.—Consolidated reports from 
The Agriculturists’ corps of observers make 
the May Ist condition of winter wheat 91.5, 
against 95.50 last month, and compared with 
an average at this date for five years of ¥4.

On the charge of forgery will Crawfcerd, | 
a well known young man about town; was.

P. Nicolson to an order on Pink Cherry, 
a Peachtree street butcher, for #4. Mrs. 
Nicelson traded with Cherry and that 
fact, the officer stated, must have been 
known to Crawford. The order for the 
money was in the shape of a note in 
which the writer made Mrs. Nicolson say 
that she was down town and needed $4 
immediately and that she would appreciate 
the kindness if Mr. Cherry would let her 
have the money. Of course Mrs. Nicolsvn 
knew nothing whatever about such a note. 

“Crawford confessed to me,”’ stated De- 
tective Barrett, ‘“‘that he wrote the note 
to Cherry and signed Mrg.. Nicolson’s 
name.”’

Former Sanitary Inspector R. A. Keith 
has not yet received the $150 which the 
board of health voted to give him for 
collecting evidence to be used against 
former Sanitary Chief Lowry. 

The board was called together yester- 
day morning to take action in regard to 
the mayor’s notice that he had declined 
to sign the check. Owing to the absence, 
however, of Dr, W. C. Jarnagin, president 
of the board, no action was taken and the 
matter went over wan another meet- 
ing. 

Some weeks ago, it may he remembered, 
Keith filed a bill for $250 with the board, 
and this was for services as special evi- 
dence man in the case which was worked 
up against the former chief of the sani- 
tary department. The bill was referred 
to the city attorney for an opinion, and 
he held that while the board was not 
legally bound to pay the amount, yet it 
could do so at its own discretion. 

At the meeting of the board last Fri- 
day afternoon it was decided to give 
Keith $150 for his work. This was in the 
nature of a compromise, for several 
members were opposed to giving him 
the sum named in the Dill. A voucher 
for $150 was accordingly prepared and 
was signed by Sanitary Chief Hope, Dr. 
E. H. Richardson, secretary of the board, 
and Dr. George Y. Pierce, chairman of 
the contagious disease committee of coun- 
cil and a member of the health board. 
Mayor ‘Mims intimated to the city 
coimptroller that he would not sign any 
check giving Keith the $150, and hence no 
check was prepared. On Monday Keith 
sent a communication to the mayor stat- 
ing that if the check was not forthcoming 
he would take legal steps for its collec- 
tion. The mayor called a speciak meeting 


} of the board to look further into the mat- 


ter, and the ex-inspector said that under 
the circumstances he would allow the 
matter to rest until other action had been 
taken. | 

The mayor, although an_e ex-officio 
member of the health board, was not 
present at the regular meeting Friday 
afternoon. 
Keith was not entitled to pay for his 
services as special evidence man, the in- 
spector receiving regutar salary while 
er i nthe work of securing the evi- 
ence.
